All ACT to-provide for the maintenance of Five 
Force for the Union territory of Goa, Daman and 

Diu. 

Whereas il is expedient to provide for the esUtb- 
lishmcnl and maintenance of Fire Force in the 
Union territory ot Go-a, Daman and Diu; 

Be it enacted by the legislative -Assembly of Goa, 
Daman and Diu in the Thirty-seventh year ot the 
Republic ol India as follows 

CHAPTER I 
Preliminary 

1. Short title, extent and Commcncemcht.-(1) 
’Fills Act may be called ihe Co;i, Daman and Diu 
F’irc Force Act, 1986.

(c) “Fire Fighting Property” includes 

(i) Lands and , buildings used as Fire Sta¬ 
tions; 

(ii) Fire fighting appliances, equipment, tools, 
implements and things whatsoever used 

for fire fighting ; 

(iii) Motor vehicles and other means of 
transport used in connection with the 
fire fighting; 

(iv) Uniforms and badges of Rank; 

(d) “Fire Station” means any post or place 
declared generally or spedaliy by the Ad¬ 
ministrator to be the Fire Station; 

(e) “Fire Force’’ means the Fire Force of 
Dadra and Nagar Haveli maintained under 
this Act; 

(ee) “Local -Authority”, naeans a Village Pan- 
chayat constituted under the Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli Village Panchayats Regula¬ 
tion, 1965 (.3 of 1965) ; ; 

(f) “officer-in-charge” of Fire Station includes, 
when Officer-in-charge is absent from the 
Station or unable from illness or other 
caui« to periorrn 'his duties, the Fire 
Officer present at the Station who is next 
in the rank to such Officer ; 

(g) “Official Gazette” means the Official 
Gazette of the Administration of Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli ;

3. Maintenance of Fire .Foreg.—A Fire Force to be 
called as die Dadra and Nagar Haveli Fire Force 
shall be maintained by the Central Government for 
Services in the local areas in which this Act is in 
force.

(b) for providing adequate supply of water 
and for securing tbe same as it shall ^ be 
available for use ; 

(r) for construction or providing stations or 
hiring places for accommodating the mem¬ 
bers of the Fire Force and its fire fighting 
appliances 

(d) for giving rewards to persons who have 
given notice of fire and to those who 
have rendered ■ elfectivc services to the 
Fire Force on the occasion of fire in 
the discharge of their duties under sec¬ 
tion 26 : 

(c'l for giving compensation to the ]iersons who 
have rendered effective services to the 
Fire Force in case of accident or to the 
dependents of such persons in case of death 
while they were engaged in helping the 
Fire Force in the discharge of their duties: 

(f) for the training, discipline and good ron- 
iluct of the members of the Fire Force ; 

(g) for the speedy attendance of the members 
of the Fire Force with necessary appliam- 
es and cqiupment on the occasion of any 
alarm of fire : 

(hy for senidng members of the Fire Force with 
appliances and equipment beyond the limit 
of area in which this Act is in force lor 
the purpose of fire fighting in the ncigli- 
bournood of such limit; 

(i) for employment of tltc members of the Fire 
Force in any rescue, salvage or any other 
similar work ; 

(p for regulation and conirolling ol' the powers, 
duties and functions of the DirectorlGhicl 
Fire Officers; 

(k) Generally for the maintenance of the File 
Force in a high state of efficiency. 

10. Bowers of Members of Fire Force on occaio'on 
of Fire.— (1) On the occasion of fire in any area in 
which this Act is in force, any members of tlic Fire 
Force who is in ciiarge of the fire fighting opciatiou 
on the spot may— 

(a) remove or order any other memher of the 
Fire Force to ifemove any person who i>y Ids 
presence, interferes with or impeds the ojx'- 
ration for extingushin.g the fiie or for saving 
life or oroueitv: 
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(b) -dost, my slTMt or pwsije in or near ivhich 
the fire is burning; 

(r) lor die puiposc of extinguisiiing fire, break 
into or break through or pull ilotvn any pre¬ 
mises for the p.t.ssagc of hose or .ippliancc or 
cause thetn lo be bioken into or ifirougli or 
pull down doing us liulc damage a,s pos.si- 
idc : 

(d) require the autliority in charge of w'aler 
supply in the area to regulate the water 
means so as provided water at a specified 
pressure at the place where fire has broken 
out or utilise from any steam, cistern, well 
or tank or from any available .souice of 
water whether public or private, for the pur¬ 
pose of extinguishing or limiting the spread 
of such fire; 

(c) exercise the same powets for dispersing an 
assembly of persons lik'cly lo obstruct fire 
fighting opeiation as if he is the cdficer-in- 
charge of a Public Station and as if sUch 
nssembly is an unlawful a.ssembly and shall 
be entitled to the same immunities and pro¬ 
tection as such an officer in respect of the 
exercise ot such powets ; 

(f) generally lake such measures as may appear 
to him to be necessary for cxtingiiisning fire 
or for the protection ot life and propel t>. 

(2) Any damage done on the (xcasion of fire by 
tire members of me Fire Foice in the due dist barge 
of their duties shall be deemed to be damage by fire 
within the meaning of any policy of insurance ngairist 
fire. 

n. Pow.eis of DireftorjChief-Fire Officer to 
mate arrangement for supply ot water.—The Dircc- 
tor|Chief Fire Officer may with the previous sanction 
of the Government, enter into an agreement witii the 
Authority in charge of water supply in any area for 
securing the adequate supply of water in case ol fue 
on such terms as to payment or otherwise as may be 
specified in the agrcemait. 

12.. Powers of Director|Chicf Fire Officer to enter 
into agreement for assistance.—The Direct<m|OltieL 
Fire Officer may witli the previous sanction of the 
Government enter into agreement with any person 
who employs or maintains personnel or keep ccjiiip- 
ments for fire fighting purpose. T o secureon such 
terms as to payment nr otherwise as may be provided 
hy or under the arrangements of the peisonncl nr 
ccjuipnient or any other as.sistancc for the jimpose of 
dealing with file in any aica in which this Act is in 
force. 

13. Preventive Measures,—(1) d Jie Adnnui'tr.U''f 
may by notifir.ition in the Official Ga/cttc requite 
owners or occupiers of premises in anv aiea or of any 
class of premises used which in ils opinion me liicely 
to cause risk of fire, to take such piecatuions as mat 
be specified in such notifications, 

(2) Wheie notification has been issuei.1 mi.lvr sub¬ 
section (1), it shall be lawful for the Diictni lOhief 
File Olluet ot any Offic er ol Etc Eire Foia e antfio- 
rised by liie .\ihninisti:itnr in this befiall to diiCci 
lit; removal of the objects or goods likely to came 
the risk of fite, lo a place of -saleiy and on laiim.; ol 
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the owner or occupier to do so the Dircctor|Ghief 
Fire Officer or any such Officer may alter giving the 
owner or occupier a reasonable opportunity of mak¬ 
ing the representation, seize, detain or remove such 
objects or goods. 

CHAPTER III 

Acquisition of Fire Fighting Property 

] 4. Prohibition against transfer of fire fighting pro¬ 
perty.—No local authority of any area in which this 
Act is in force shall transfer or otherwise part with 
any fire fighting property without the previous sanc¬ 
tion of the Administrator. 


15. Requisitioning of fire fighting property.—(1) 
The Director!Chief Fire Officer or any member of the 
Fire Force who is in-charge of a fire fighting opera¬ 
tion may, if in his opinion it is necessary so to do for 
the purpose of extinguishing fire in any area, requi¬ 
sition and take possession of any fire fighting pio- 
perty in the possession of any local authority or any 
institution or individual. 


(2) As soon as may be after the fire fighting opera¬ 
tion are over, the DirectorjChief Fire Officer or the 
member in charge of tlie fire fighting opeintion, as 
the case may be, shall release the. property taken pos¬ 
session of under sub-section (1) from rc_qu''sit'.nn and 
restore the same to the local authority institution or 
individual from whose possession such propcity was 
taken. 


(3) Where any fire fighting property is reciuisitio- 
ned under sub-section (1), there shall be pain to the 
owner of such property compensation the amount of 
which shall be dstetmined in accordance with the 
principles hereinafter set out, that is to say- 

(a) Where the amount of compensation can be 
fixed by agreement between the Director! 
Chief Fire Officer and the owner of the fire 
fighting property, it shall be paid in accor¬ 
dance with such agreement; 

(b) Where no such agreement can be readied, 
the Director! Chief Fire Officer ffiall refer 
the matter to the Magistrate having juris¬ 
diction over the area in which the fire figh¬ 
ting property was. kept and the M.igistratc 
shall after hearing the parties and such other 
persons as he deems necessary, fix the 
amount of compensation taking in to consi¬ 
deration the rent which the fire fighting pro¬ 
perty would normally fetch if rented out for 
a similar purpose. The order of the Magis¬ 
trate fixing the amount of compensation 
shall be final. 


16. Acquisitioon of fire fighting property.-(1), if, 
after making such inquiry and investigation as it 
deems necessary and after giving the local authority)' 
an opportunity to make its representation, the Ad- 
ministerator is oi opinion that the standard of effi¬ 
ciency of the fire fighting personnel and equipment 
maintained by the local authority is not adequate to 
meet the normal requirements of the area, the Ad¬ 
ministrator may acquire the fire fighting 
the local authority by publishing m the Official 
Gazette a notice to the effect that the Admmistratot 
has decided to acquire such property on payment ot 
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compensation, a copy of such notice shall also be ser¬ 
ved on the local authority. 

(2J When a notice as aforesaid is published in the 
Official Gazette, the property specified in such notice 
shall on and from the begining of the date on which 
tils notice is so published, vest absolutely in the Cen¬ 
tral Government free from all encumbrances. 

17. Principles and method of determining compen¬ 
sation.— (1) The Director!Chief Fire Officer or any 
Officer authorised by the Administrator shall as soon 
as may be after the publication of the notice under 
sub-section (1), of section 16 determine the 
amount of compensation payable in respect of the 
fire fighting property based on the market value of 
the property on the data of publication of the said 
notice, that is to say, the price which it would have 
fetched in the open market if it had been' sold on 
that date, provided tliat before determining tlie 
amount of compensation, the Director!Chief Fire 
Officer or the Officer, as the case may be, shall ■ give 
the local authority an opportunity to state what in 
its opinion is a fair compensation, 

(2)' The Director!Chief Fire Officer or the Officer 
as the case may be, shall after determining the 
amount of compensation payable, give notice to the 
local authority of the amount of compensation so 
determined. 

18. Reference to Court.—If the local authoirty 
agrees to accept the amount so determined, it shall 
be paid in accordance with such Agrecmeni. Other¬ 
wise the Director! Chief Fire Officer or the Officer, ai^ 
the case may be shall refer the matter to the court 
having jurisdiction over the area in which the pro¬ 
perty IS situated and the court shall, after hearing the 
parties and such other persons as it deems necessary 
determine the amount of compensation, which ap¬ 
pears to it to be just, and in fixing the amount of 
compensation the court shall have regard to the mar¬ 
ket value of the property on the date of issue of 
notice referred in sub-section (1) of section 16. 

19. Appeal.—Wliere the Administrator or a local 
authority is agrieved by the decision of the Court 
under section 18, it may within thirty days from the 
date of such decision prefer an appeal to the High 
Court. 


CHAPTER IV 
PENALTIES 

20. Penalty for violation of duty, etc — 

Any member of the Fire Force who,— 

(a) if found to be guilty of any violation of duty 
or wilful breach of any provision of this Act 
or any rule or order made thereunder; or 

(b) if found to be guilty of cowardice; or 

(c) withdraws from the duties of his office or 
resigns without permission or without 
having given previous notice of at least two 
months; or 

(d) being absent on leave fails without rtason- 
able cause to report himself for duty on the 
expiration of such leave; or 
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(c) accepts any other employment or office in 
contravention of the provisions of section 24. 
shall be punishable with imprisonment which may 
extend to three months or with fine which may ex¬ 
tend to an amount not exceeding three months pay 
of such member or with both. 

21. Failure to take precautions.—Whoever fans 
without reasonable cause to comply with any of ttie 
requirements specified in notification issued under 
sub-section (1) of section 13 or of a direction issued 
under sub-section (2) of that section shall be punish¬ 
able with fine which may extend to one thousand 
rupees. 

22. Punishment for wilfully obstructing fire figh¬ 
ting operations.—Any person who wilfully obstructs 
or interferes with any member or the Fire Force who 
is engaged in fire fighting operations shall be punish¬ 
able with imprisonment which may extend to three 
months or with fine which may extend to one thou¬ 
sand rupees or with both. 

CHAPTER V 
Central and Miscellaneous 

23. Training Centre.—The Administrator may esta¬ 
blish and mamtain one or more training Centres in 
the territory for providing courses of instruction in 
the prevention or extin^ishment of fire and may 
close down or rc-cstabhsh any such Centre. 

24. Bar to other employment.—No member of the 
Fire Force shall engage in any employment or Office 
whatsover other than his duties under this Act unless 
expressly permitted to do so by the Director|Chief 
Fire Officer, 

25. Transfer to other area.—The Dirctor|Chicf 
Fire Officer or any Officer authorised by the Admi¬ 
nistrator in this behalf may on the occasion of a fire 
or other emergency in any neighbouring area in 
which this Act is not in force, order the despatch of 
the members of the Fire Force with necessary appli¬ 
ances and equipments to carry on fire fighting opera¬ 
tions in such neighbouring areas and thereu|Hin all 
the provisions of this Act and the rules made there¬ 
under shall apply to such area, during tlie period of 
fire or emergency or during such period as the Direc¬ 
tor! Chief Fire Officer may specify. 

26. Employment on other duties,—It shall be law¬ 
ful for the Administrator or any Officer authorised 
by him in this behalf to employ tht Fire Force to any 
rescue, salvage or other work for which it is suitajole 
by reason of its training, appliances and equipments. 

27. Liability of Owner of Property to pay compen¬ 
sation.—(1) Any person whose property catches fire 
on account of any action of his own or of his agent 
done deliberately or negligently shall be liable to pay 
compensation to any other person suSering damages 
to his property on account of any action taken under 
section 10 of this Act by any Officer mentioned there¬ 
in or any person acting under the authority of such 
Officer. 

(2) All claims under sub-section (I) shall be re¬ 
ferred to the Collector within thirty days from the 
date when the damage was caused. 


(3) The Collector shall, after giving tlis paities 
an opportunity of being heard, determine the 
amount of compensation duo and pass an order slat¬ 
ing such amount and the person liable for the same. 
The orders so passed shall have the force of a 
decree of a Civil Court, and shall be subject to 
an appeal to the District Judge having jurisdic¬ 
tion over the area in which the property is situated. 

28. Inquiry into origin of fire and rejxirt to Gov¬ 
ernment.—Where any fire has occured v/ithin any 
area in which this Act is in force, the ffo Hector 
shall ascertain the fact as to the origin and cause 
of such fire in consultation with the Direccorj 
Chief Fire Officer and shall make a report thereon 
to the Administrator. 

29. Power to obtain information.—Any Officer of 
the Fire Force not below the rank of an Officer-in- 
Charge of a Fire Station may for the purpose of 
discharging his duties under this Act, require the 
owner or occupier of any building or other pro¬ 
perty to supply information with respect to the 
character of such building or other property, the 
available water supplies and the means of 
access thereto and other material particulars and 
such owner or occupier shall furnish all the inform¬ 
ation in his possession. 

30. Power of entry.—(1) TTie Director| Chief Fire 
Officer or any member of the Fire Force authoris¬ 
ed by him in this behalf may enter any of the 
places specified in any notification for the pur¬ 
pose of determining whether precautions against 
fire required to be taken, on such places have been 
so taken. 

(2) Save as otherwise expressly provided in this 
Act, no claim shall lie against any person for com¬ 
pensation for any damage necessarily caused by any 
entry made under sub-section (1). 

31. Consumption of water.-No charge shall be 
made by any local authority for water consumed 
in fire fighting operations by the Fire Force. 

32. No compensation for interruption of water 
supply.—No authority in charge of water supply in 
an area shall be liable to claim for compensation for 
damage by reason of any interruption of sujsply of 
water occasioned only by compliance of such autho¬ 
rity with the requirement specified in clause (d) of 
section 10. 

33. Police Officers to aid.—It shall be the duty of 
the Police Officers of all ranks to aid the members of 
the Fire Force in discharging their duties under the 
Act, 

84. Indemnity.—No suit, prosecution or other legal 
procedings shall lie against any person for anything 
which is in good faith done or intended to be done 
in pursuance of this Act or any rule or order made 
thereunder, 

35. Powers to make Rules.—(1) The Administra¬ 
tor may, by notification in the Official Gazette, make 
rules for carrying out the purposes of this Act. 
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(2) In particular and without prejudice to the 
generality of the foregoing powers, such rules may 
provide for 

(d) the number of grade of Officers and mem¬ 
bers of the Fire Force; 

(b) the manner of appointment of members of 
the Fire Force; 

(c) the form of the certificate to be iwued to 
the members of the Fire Force ; 

(d) the conditions of service of the members of 
the Fire Force including their ranks, pay and 
allowances, hours of duty and leave, mainte¬ 
nance of discipline and removal from Ser¬ 
vice; 

(e) the circumstances in which and the condi¬ 
tions subject to which members of the Fire 
Force may be despatched to carry on fire 
fighting operations in neighbouring areas 
beyond the limits of the area in which this 
Act in in force; 


(f) the conditions to which members of the Fire 
Force may be employed on rescue, salvage 
or other works; 

(g) the manner of service of notice under this 
Act; 

(h) the payment of reward or compensation to 

g ersons, not being members of the Fire 
orce, who render services under clause (d) 
or clause (e) of section 9; 

(i) the compensation payable to members of 
the Fire Force in case of accidents or to their 
dependents in case of death while engaged 
on duty; 

0 for the employment of the Fire Force or use 
of any equipment outside the area or on 
special services; and 

(k) any other matter which is to be or may be 
prescribed. 
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
